PREPARATIONS FOR THE HOLIDAY 
SEASON. 

Within speaking distance of the holiday 
season it may not be out of place for the 
bookseller to consider whether he is fully 
armed at every point to cope with the im¬ 
pending rush, and whether he has taken meas¬ 
ures to guard against the mistakes of the 
past—mistakes that not only have cost actual 
loss in the trade of the moment, but that have 
also impaired his reputation as a competent 
and fully equipped bookseller. 

We take it for granted that the bookseller, 
in view of the signs pointing to even larger 
buying on the part of the public than in sev¬ 
eral years past, has stocked up with all the 
books, stationery and novelties that his con¬ 
stituency is likely to ask for or that it may be 
induced to buy. If not, the time is rapidly 
reaching the limit when it will be too late. 
To make “assurance doubly sure” the book¬ 
seller should go over his whole stock care¬ 
fully to find out in the light of the experience 
of former years whether there is a sufficient 
supply of each particular article likely to be 
in demand, conveniently shelved and properly 
displayed. Even when the greatest care is 
laken shortages are likely to occur which 
cause vexation and 1 egret when it is too late 
to make them good. 


Help needs looking after and should be 
trained to respond to the system of the store,, 
which should be carefully worked out in ad¬ 
vance. Every one in attendance should be 
trained as minutely as possible in the location 
of stock, in the kind of stock kept, in the 
prices and the various details that distinguish 
the alert, intelligent and efficient attendance 
from the ignorant and indifferent service. 
Green help, the unavoidable evil of the busy 
season, should be kept in the background as 
much as possible, and should be utilized more 
for keeping the stock in order, putting books 
back on the shelves, “siding up” the station¬ 
ery, novelties, etc.—thus keeping the regular 
assistants free to attend to customers—than in 
waiting on these customers, excepting in de¬ 
partments where attendance on the shoppers 
is a merely mechanical or automatic perform¬ 
ance. The disciplining of this portion of the 
help will cause considerable vexation unless 
the principal from the start insists upon or¬ 
derly behavior, modest dress, the eschewing 
of cheap perfumery, jewelry and other idio¬ 
syncrasies offensive to nice people. It will be 
found more profitable in the end to engage 
competent persons at a little higher pay than 
to hire young people entirely ignorant of the 
store’s wants, because they work for a trifle. 
Cheap help is apt to “queer” a store and 
should always be eliminated as far as pos¬ 
sible. 

Window display should be carefully con¬ 
sidered, with the aid of an expert if neces¬ 
sary ; advertising in the local papers, by means 
of circulars, special holiday wrapping paper, 
etc.; the shipping and mailing department, 
also, should be overhauled and put into effi- 
cent running order, so that mistakes may be 
avoided and prompt delivery be insured, as 
nothing is so certain to bring the wrath of a 
disappointed customer home to the firm as 
cases where deliveries are misdirected and 
delayed. 

It will require all the thinking capacity of 
the head of the house to be prepared to meet 
every possible emergency. Continuous and 
strenuous effort must be exerted, else all the 
carefully matured plans may result in partial 
or total disappointment. The close personal 
attention of the chief and his assistants will 
be required every day and all the time from 
now on until the turn of the year to insure 
the largest profit. The coming two months 
promise to be busy ones, and the bookseller 
who is not ready when the rush begins will' 
be swept off his feet and “get left.” 
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A useful aid to the bookseller during the 
Christmas season is the “Christmas Book¬ 
shelf,” which is now well advanced in prep¬ 
aration and which we are making efforts to 
issue earlier than usual. It is one of the best 
means of making the most of Christmas trade, 
and we trust that the prospects of prosperity 
will induce larger orders than usual, as well 
as orders from those who have hitherto not 
tried this medium in editions with their own 
imprint. It is an impartial and comprehen¬ 
sive statement of the offerings of the several 
publishing houses, and advantageously takes 
the place of the confusing multitude of ad¬ 
vertisements and circulars issued severally 
and separately by the different publishers. It 
is kept and read where these are thrown 
promptly into the waste-paper basket, and is at 
hand through the Christmas season from 
which to make up lists of last-minute presents. 
A dealer cannot do better than to put the 
“Christmas Bookshelf” in the homes of each 
of his customers; it is one of the best expe¬ 
dients to obtain new trade. 


TO ADMIT WOOD PULP FREE. 

Wood pulp, mechanically ground, imported 
into the United States from anywhere in 
Canada except Quebec and Ontario Provinces, 
is to be free of duty until otherwise directed, 
according to a decision by the Treasury De¬ 
partment on October 16. If produced from 
pulp wood cut on private lands in 'Quebec and 
Ontario it is admissible free, but if produced 
from pulp wood cut on crown lands in these 
provinces it is assessable at one-twelfth of a 
cent per pound, and in the case of Quebec 
there is added a * countervailing duty of 25 
cents per cord as the equivalent of the export 
tax. 

The decision is embodied in instructions ad- 
diessed to the Collector of Customs at De¬ 
troit. 

The records of the department do not show 
that any provinces in Canada except Quebec 
and Ontario impose an export duty on or 
prohibit the exportation of pulp wood, wood 
pulp, or printing paper. 'Quebec, however, 
imposes 25 cents per cord export duty when 
cut on crown lands, and the one-twelfth of a 
cent per pound assessment is, therefore, made 
together with the countervailing duty. On¬ 
tario prohibits the exportation of pulp wood 
cut on crown lands, and the one-twelfth of a 
cent duty is also imposed in that case. 


MEREDITH MSS. FETCH $4000. 

John Pierpont Morgan bought on October 
20 for $4000 three manuscript works of the 
late George Meredith. They are “Diana of 
the Crossways,” “Lord Ormont and His 
Aminta,” and “The Amazing Marriage.” 

The manuscripts were given by Mr. Mere¬ 
dith to an old servant, who was amazed to 
discover their value. They are being sent to 
New York. 
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BOOK EXHIBITS AT NATIONAL ARTS 
CLUB. 

The National Arts Club will give the 
fourth annual exhibition of the books of the 
year in their galleries at 119 East Nineteenth 1 
Street, New York, from November 3 to No¬ 
vember 26. The exhibit will include the rep¬ 
resentative books of the year, original illus¬ 
trations, manuscripts, bindings and posters. 
The exhibitions of the last two years were 
conspicuously successful, and attracted wide 
attention on the part not only of the mep 
bers of the club, but also the book-buying 
public generally. 

The galleries of the club are well lighted 
and afford ample space for exhibitions ar¬ 
ranged by the publishers themselves, as was 
done most effectively by several prominent 
publishers last year. 

No argument will be needed to establish 
the desirability of an exhibition of this kind' 
that shall mass the books of the year in one 
convenient place where examinations and 
comparison can be made. 


THE BUTTERICK PUBLISHING COM¬ 
PANY TAKES OVER EVERYBODY’S. 

The stock of the Ridgway Company, pub¬ 
lishers of Everybody’s Magazine , will be 
taken over by the Butterick Publishing Com¬ 
pany, and the capital of the latter will be in¬ 
creased from $12,000,000 to $15,000,000 to 
allow the consolidation. Approval of this 
proposed increase in capital stock was voted 
on October 19 by the stockholders of the 
Butterick Company. 

G. W. Wilder, president of the Butterick 
Company, said that the change had been un¬ 
der discussion for some time, and that the 
consent of the Ridgway stockholders had 
been obtained. They will receive Butterick 
stock in return for their Ridgway stock on 
the basis of three shares of Butterick for one 
of Ridgway. 

The consolidation, said Mr. Wilder, would 
cause no change in the publications of either 
company or in their staffs of employees. Er- 
man J. Ridgway would remain in charge of 
Everybody’s Magazine, which eventually 
might be printed in the Butterick plant.

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BOOKSELLERS' LEAGUE—OCTOBER 
DINNER. 

About one hundred members of the Book¬ 
sellers' League assembled in the new quarters 
of the Aldine Association in the Fifth.Ave¬ 
nue Building that now occupies the site of 
the old Fifth Avenue Hotel, at the corner of 
Fifth Avenue and Twenty-third Street, New 
York City, to open the winter season of en¬ 
tertainments. It was after seven o’clock when 
the company entered the large and bright 
-dining room that can easily accommodate 
nearly a thousand diners. The dinner was 
excellent, and after coffee was served E. 
Byrne Hackett, who officiated as chairman in 
place of the president, Mr. Pratt—absent ow¬ 
ing to the death of his father—welcomed the 
members of the League and their guests. The 
first speaker was W. Hanna Thomson, M.D., 
author of “Brain and Personality,” who spoke 
at considerable length on the question “What 
is Physical Life,” a subject on which he has 
recently published a book. The next speaker, 
who concluded the programme, was Samuel 
McComb, D.D., joint author of “Religion and 
Medicine,” who gave an interesting talk on his 
work in connection with the Emanuel Church 
movement in Boston in healing nervous dis¬ 
eases. — 

PEOPLE WHO PAY $10,000 FOR A BOOK 
DECLARED INCOMPETENT. 

Judge Truax., of the New York Supreme 
Court, heard an application made to him on 
October 19, by a Wall Street broker, who had 
started to buy an edition de luxe of a sub¬ 
scription book in twenty-two volumes at $300 
a volume. The applicant asked for leave to 
examine the officers of a certain company as 
to a suit brought against him by that firm to 
recover $6600 for the bocks. In opposition 
to the application some one said that he paid 
$10,000 for an edition de luxe of one book by 
a well-known statesman, and that the works 
in question before the court were of the 
value claimed for them. 

Justice Truax then remarked: “Speaking 
unofficially, and not directing my remarks to¬ 
ward any special writer, author or purchaser, 
I am of the opinion that any person who pays 
$10,000 or any such sum for one of these de 
luxe editions is an incompetent.” 

The court then took the case under advise¬ 
ment. —

Edward Everett Hale’s estate is inven¬ 
toried at $40,932, of which $9600 is real es¬ 
tate. The remainder consists of 126 shares 
of American Sugar Refinery and 20 shares of 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railroad com¬ 
mon ; books and maps, $6000; copyrights, 
$1500; autograph letters, $2000. 

Israel Querido, author of “Menschenswee,” 
translated into English and published this 
month under the title “The Toil of Men,” is 
to-day the leading critic on the Handclsblad 
in Amsterdam. The present novel is the first 
of his to be translated into English, although 
his two others have had a somewhat sensa¬ 
tional reception in Holland. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Emile Terquem, who will be pleasantly re¬ 
membered by the trade as the representative 
of the French booktrade at the World's Fairs 
in the United States since 1876 and as the 
representative of the American publishing 
trade at the World’s Fairs held in Paris since 
1870, died at his home, 4 Avenue de Villiers, 
Paris, on September 27, aged sixty-four years. 
M. Terquem’s service in behalf of education 
and the spread of good literature was recog¬ 
nized by the French government, which hon¬ 
ored him with the titles of Conseiller du 
Commerce Exterieur and Officier de l’lnstruc- 
tion Publique. M. Terquem’s life furnishes 
an example of indefatigable activity always 
at the service of a highly trained intelligence. 
He had founded his commission house as 
successor to the late Hector Bossange in 
T877 exclusively for the exportation to the 
United States of books and all that appertains 
to the French book business. He was con¬ 
versant with the English language and with 
American business methods, and during his 
many visits to the United States he had 
shown such absolute integrity, together with 
a marvellous sagacity in foreseeing the needs 
of his customers and serving them promptly 
and conscientiously, that he had made for 
himself a large circle of business acquaint¬ 
ances, almost all of whom became his intimate 
friends. His knowledge of the American li¬ 
braries and universities was intimate: he sup¬ 
plied their needs most honorably, and hardly 
any one person has contributed in a more 
efficient and practical manner to spread the 
French language and French literature in the 
United States. M. Terquem managed the 
French exhibits at Philadelphia in 1876, Chi¬ 
cago in 1893, and St. Louis in 1904, and had 
for long been considered an authority in the 
consultations of the members of the Cercle de 
la Librairie. With all his great executive 
capacity M. Terquem was a man of most 
kindly spirit, always devoted to every good 
cause and always ready to help his associates 
on both sides of the Atlantic. He and 
Madame Terquem were of most hospitable 
nature, and many an American can recall de¬ 
lightful hours spent in the Terquem home in 
Paris. The business will be carried on by his 
son, Jean Terquem, carefully trained by 
father in all details, who is already well 
known among his father’s American as¬ 
sociates. M. Turquem’s latest work was a 
very able report of classes 13 and 14 at the 
Exposition Franco-Britanique at London last 
vear, which ^vas recently published in luxur¬ 
ious form. 

Cesare Lombroso, the well-known Italian 
criminologist and alienist, died of heart dis¬ 
ease at Turin on October 19. Lombroso was 
born in Verona in 1836 and was educated at 
the University of Turin, from which he grad¬ 
uated with honors. He received the first im¬ 
petus toward the study of crime while still 
with the army. While examining the skull of 
an executed murderer he found a malforma¬ 
tion, which led to the theory that the man’s 
act might have been caused by a defect in his 
brain. On that theory he worked the rest of 
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his life. Professor Lombroso occupied for 
many years the chair of forensic medicine and 
psychiatry at the University of Turin, and 
was a director of the lunatic asylum at Pesaro. 
He had a modest home in an apartment house 
in Turin, where he kept up his medical prac¬ 
tice to the end. A large part of his work was 
among charity patients, and from it he de¬ 
rived a comparatively small income. Though 
dogmatic in his views, and not inclined to tol¬ 
erate the arguments of those who opposed 
him, he was one of the most approachable of 
men. Some of his principal works were “Ge¬ 
nius and Insanity,” “Criminal Insanity in 
Italy” and “L’Homme Criminel.” “The Man 
of. Genius,” written in 1891, was in English. 
His other works were nearly all in Italian. 
Recently Lombroso had given much attention 
to the. study of spiritualism, inspired to make 
investigations by the Neapolitan medium 
Eusapia Paladino, now in this country. His 
latest book has just been brought out by 
Small, Mavnard & Co. under the title “After 
Death—What?” 

Ferdinand Frederick Pfeiffer, of the firm 
of Dyrsen & Pfeiffer, successors to F. W. 
Christern & Company, died at his home in 
New York City on September 27, of heart fail¬ 
ure, caused by cancer of the liver, brought on 
two years ago by being run down by a heavy 
express wagon. Mr. Pfeiffer was born Sep¬ 
tember 1, 1840, attended the Columbia College 
Grammar School, and was then sent to Eu¬ 
rope to complete his education, where he 
spent five years in Dresden and Geneva. 
Upon the outbreak of the Rebellion he en¬ 
listed in the 31st Regiment of N. Y. Volun¬ 
teers and served for some months. In 1862 
he entered the employ of F. W. Christern, at 
that time the leading foreign bookseller in 
this country. When Mr. Christern died, in 
1891, his business was taken up by Mr. Paul 
L. Dyrsen and Mr. Pfeiffer, who had been 
fellow clerks in the business for many years. 
Mr. Dyrsen will continue the business under 
the old firm name of Dyrsen & Pfeiffer. Mr. 
Pfeiffer was a man of a wide range of learn¬ 
ing and possessed an expert knowledge of 
the bibliography of foreign books. 

Mrs. Mary S. Robinson, writer of chil¬ 
dren’s stories, died at her home, in Elborn 
Avenue, Mamaroneck, N. Y.. on October 16, 
from the effects of illuminating gas inhaled 
through a rubber tube. When found she had 
been dead some time. Mrs. Robinson was the 
daughter of Dr. Abel Stevens, a distinguished 
clergyman, scholar and author, of Geneva, 
Switzerland. One of his books, “The His¬ 
tory of Methodism,” is considered a standard 
work. Besides writing tales for children Mrs. 
Robinson met with success in the field of fic¬ 
tion, her earliest work being “The American 
Conflict,” which brought big returns. 

Moses Grant Daniel, educator and author, 
born in Boston September 19, 1836, died at 
his home in Roxbury, Mass., October 18, aged 
seventy-three years. He was graduated from 
Harvard in 1863. He was principal of Chaun- 
cey Hall School for twelve years and later 
was an editor of text books. He was the 
editor of several books in Latin used in the 
public schools and published by Ginn & Co. 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

The first issue of The Civic Journal was 
circulated by the People’s Institute on October 
16. The new paper is a continuance and an 
enlargement of The People's Institute Bul¬ 
letin, published for the last two years. Its 
policy is to represent an educational and not a 
commercial idea, and to continue as an inte¬ 
gral part of the public work at the People’s 
Institute. 

The concise history of library periodicals 
of the world, of which the first part appears 
in the October issue of the Bulletin of Bib¬ 
liography, is valuable as fixing in print facts 
fast becoming dim through the lapse of years, 
but full of interest to those who care to study 
the progress of library development. The 
author, Miss Helen E. Plaines, who was for 
many years the managing editor of the Li¬ 
brary Journal, needs no introduction. 

Miss May Sinclair’s latest novel “The 
Creators—a Comedy,” begins its serial publi¬ 
cation in the November Century, and will 
continue through the magazine year It is in¬ 
teresting to know that Miss Sinclair’s first 
notable novel, “The Divine Fire”—published 
in 1895, ten years after she began writing— 
had a far greater success in this country than 
in England. “The Creators” are artist and 
writer folk of London, and “a comedy” ex¬ 
plains the nature of the story. 


BIBLIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 

A catalogue of the incunabula in German 
libraries has been undertaken. It is said that 
38,000 examples of early printed books have 
already been registered as existing in 213 
libraries. It is 4 expeeted that the total will 
amount to over one hundred thousand ex¬ 
amples. 

A. C. McClurg & Co., Chicago, have just 
brought out an interesting handbook for the 
stationery trade in their “General Catalogue.” 
The catalogue contains a mention of each of 
their immense stock of stationery, tablets, 
typewriter supplies, wrapping papers, office 
furniture, toilet articles and perfumery, blank 
books, fancy goods, leather goods, etc., for 
the season of 1909-1910. The catalogue is a 
folio of 658 pages, fully illustrated. 

The American News Company have again 
issued their annual catalogue of books for the 
holiday season. The catalogue fills 204 oc¬ 
tavo pages with notices of the new, standard 
and holiday books, booklets, calendars, toy- 
books, fine art books, Bibles, prayer books 
and hymnals, wall cards, etc. It is a useful 
aid during the holiday season that a book¬ 
seller should have within reach for reference. 
It is made attractive with a number of illus¬ 
trations, some of them colored. 

The Bulletin of Bibliography for October, 
published by the Boston Book Company, Bos¬ 
ton, begins the publication of a quarterly 
Dramatic Index covering all the important 
periodicals in England and America, and 
gives in one alphabet an index to the theatre 
and its plays and players. About one hundred 
and fifty periodicals are examined, that work 
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being divided among twenty-four collabor¬ 
ators. It is proposed to reprint the four quar¬ 
terly installments of each year in one alpha¬ 
bet as Part 11. of the Annual Magazine Sub¬ 
ject-Index. References to the magazines and 
weeklies of July, August and September, 1909, 
make up the first installment of over one 
thousand entries. 

Dodd, Mead & Co. will publish early in 
November the 1909 volume of ‘‘American 
Book Prices Current,” including a record of 
books, manuscripts and autographs sold at 
auction in New York, Boston and Philadel¬ 
phia, from September 1, 1908, to September 1, 
1909, with the prices realized, compiled from 
the auctioneers’ catalogues by Luther S. Liv¬ 
ingston. The annual volumes of “American 
Book Prices Current” have become a recog¬ 
nized necessity to dealers and collectors and 
to all who have to do with either the buying 
or selling of out-of-print books. Being 
•printed from type in limited number, most of 
the earlier volumes have quickly gone out of 
print and now command a considerable pre¬ 
mium in the market. The publishers intend 
to limit the edition of the new volume to 
approximately the number called for, and 
shall therefore print not more than 100 copies 
in excess of the number actually subscribed 
for by November 1, 1909. The book is being 
printed from type and no second edition will 
be issued.

Knox, “The Founding of the Church,” by 
Professor G. W. Bacon, “Sin and Its For¬ 
giveness,” *by William DeWitt Hyde, and 
“The Historical and Religious Value of .the 
Fourth Gospel,” by Professor E. F. Scott; 
“A Brief Pilgrimage in the Holy Land,” by 
President Caroline Hazard, of Wellesley Col¬ 
lege ; and “Harmonies,” a volume of verse by

I. T. Thurston again lets us meet Theodore, 
who was “The Bishop’s [Brooks] Shadow,” 
and see him carry out his vow to live up to all 
he had learned from the ever-mourned great 
Bishop of Massachusetts; “Introducing Co- 
rinna,” a girl graduate’s story by Winifred 
Kirkland, who did such cheering work in 
“Polly Pat’s Parish;” and “Tell Me a True

has supplied a characteristic introduction.

His Life, Public Services, Patriotism and 
Speeches,” a volume full of historic interest, 
telling the inward life of the great Southern 
Senator who first made Lincoln famous; “The 
Conquest of Missouri,” by Joseph Mills Han¬ 
son, who weaves in with this narrative of ro¬ 
mantic phases of American history the story 
of Captain Grant Marsh, who shipped in 1846 
for the West, worked slowly west to the 
Mississippi and in 1854 began the career on 
the Missouri that has been practically un¬ 
broken till to-day; “Cyrus Hall McCormick, 
His Life and Work,” by Herbert N. Casson, 
official lecturer of the New York Humane 
Society; “Something of Men I Have Known,” 
virtually the autobiography of Adlai E. Stev¬ 
enson ; “Motoring in the Balkans,” by Frances 
Kinsley Hutchinson, their great holiday pub¬ 
lication ; “The Bretons at Home,” by Frances

“London,” by A. Landdon Coburn, a series 
of impressionistic photographs reproduced in 
photogravure and printed by hand by the 
photographer himself; there are. a long list of 
new standard biography and historical me¬ 
moirs, dealing chiefly with the royal houses of 
Europe; and two original juveniles by Robert 
M. Macdonald—“Chillago Charlie” and “The 
Secret of the Sargasso,” two stories of ad¬ 
venture in Australia. There are also nine 
new volumes in the Wayside Series and four 
new additions to the Wisdom Series. 

Casseli* & Company have just ready “Lon¬ 
don Town Past and Present,” a sumptuous 
work in two volumes, with a chapter on the 
future of London by Ford Madox Hueffer, 
which gives a view of the city from Roman 
times to the present day, profusely illustrated 
from old prints, drawings and photographs; 
and another book on London, entitled “Ad¬ 
ventures in London,” in which James Douglas 
gives one hundred impressions of life in the 
great metropolis, making a useful guide-book 
as well as a very intelligently written treatise 
on London. The Cassell Company have 
thrown great enterprise into fiction, and are 
actively distributing “The Red Samt,” by 
Warwick Deeping, a story of the times of 
Henry in. and the Wars of the Barons; 
“Peggy the Daughter,” by Katherine Tynan, 
a picturesque Irish idyll; “The Lure of Eve,” 
by Edith Mary Moore, telling again of a 
woman possessed of beauty but no soul; “A 
Daughter of the Storm,” by Captain Frank 
H. Shaw, a tale of love and hate, heroism and 
cowardice; “The Secret Paper,” by Walter 
Wood, with English and American setting; 
“The Wreathed Dagger,” by Margaret 
Young, laid in the times of Charles 1.; “A 
House of Lies,” a mystery story by Sidney 
Warwick; “The Sfioulder Knot,” by Mrs. 
Henry Dudeney, another story of mysteries 
and surprises; and “Blind Hopes.” by Helen 
Wallace, which lead to undreamed of realiza¬ 
tions. 
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John Lane Company publish this week the 
“Life of Joan of Arc,” by Anatole France, 
an account of perhaps the most interesting 
woman in the world—at least the most inter¬ 
esting in French history. M. France has en¬ 
deavored to give the history of Joan of Arc 
in a continuous, readable story, and has suc¬ 
ceeded in producing a book of remarkable hu¬ 
man interest. He has, moreover, “sought 
truth strenuously” and “met ^ er f e t ar | ess \y’” 
throwing overboard tradition and eliminating 
the mass of superstition which has grown 
about the Maid of Orleans. The picture that 
he gives of men and things in the fifteenth 
century cannot fail to appeal to all. The book 
is profusely illustrated with reproductions 
from contemporary portraits of the heroine 
and the distinguished persons with whom she 
came in contact, two of the illustrations being 
in photogravure. During Carlyle’s school¬ 
mastering days at Kircaldy he met and fell in 
love with a Miss Margaret Gordon and the 
young lady returned his love. Miss Gordon’s 
aunt, however, frowned upon the prospect of 
an alliance between her niece and a middle 
class schoolmaster. Margaret Gordon wrote 
her lover a remarkably beautiful letter of 
farewell, in which she prophesies with amaz¬ 
ing foresight Carlyle’s future greatness. The 
life of this lady, afterwards the wife of Sir 
Alexander Bannerman, is sympathetically de¬ 
scribed by R. C. Archibald in “Carlyle’s First 
Love,” published this week by John Lane 
Company. 

D. Appleton & Company have in press 
“Women in Industry,” by Edith Abbott, as¬ 
sociate director of the Chicago School of 
Civics and Philosophy and lecturer in political 
economy in the University of Chicago, in 
which five important manufacturing,industries 
in the United States are historically treated, 
and the history and statistics of the employ¬ 
ment of women are carefully studied and 
accurate account given of the industrial revo¬ 
lution in this country brought about by the 
employment of women; “The Junior Repub¬ 
lic : Its History and Ideals,” by William R. 
George, which describes the little community 
founded in 1895 at Freeville, N. Y., which has 
grown into a distinct force for social good, 
and affords an asylum for unmanageable, de¬ 
ficient and defective children of both sexes 
and of the lowest stage of poverty; “Roman¬ 
ticism and the Romantic School in Germany,” 
by Robert M. Wernaer, instructor at the Uni¬ 
versity of Wisconsin and at Harvard Univer¬ 
sity, who favors a coming art that he calls 
“humanistic,” in which he sees a perfect rec¬ 
onciliation of the love of liberty in romantic¬ 
ism and the restraining influence in classic¬ 
ism; and “The New North,” by Agnes Deans 
Cameron, who in the summer of 1908 ex¬ 
tended her explorations down the Mackenzie 
River in Canada to the Arctic Ocean, a re¬ 
gion in which in many parts no white, woman 
had ever yet been, and who in this book 
makes an authoritative study of the Esqui¬ 
maux, dealing with tribes far beyond the 
Arctic Circle. 

Little, Brown & Co. will publish at once 
an interesting volume on “Old Boston Days 


and Ways,” by Mary Caroline Crawford, who 
has studied and delved into the history of 
Massachusetts until she is a perfect mine of 
information on the earlier days of that Com¬ 
monwealth. “Old Boston Days and Ways” 
treats of the period from the beginning of 
the Revolution until Boston became a city, 
and describes some of the most interesting 
phases in the development of the town. Dur¬ 
ing this period came the first theatre, the first 
street light, the first modern newspaper, and 
the first brick block. Social life .was brilliant 
and gay, and through the genius of Cop¬ 
ley the face of more than one noted beauty of 
the day has become as familiar to the present 
generation as she was to her own friends. 
Miss Crawford gives us a picture of the so¬ 
cial, the political and the artistic life. She 
has supplemented her text with especially fine 
illustrations, and the book is a thing of beauty 
as well as a fund of interesting and readable 
material. Two new volumes of short stories 
have been added to their Centenary edition 
of Balzac. “A Woman of Thirty” contains 
also “Massimilladoni” and “Honorine;” “The 
Muse of the Department” includes, besides 
the title story, “A Prince of Bohemia,” “The 
Girl of the Golden Eyes,” “A Man of Busi¬ 
ness” and “Sarrasine.” Both volumes were 
translated by George Burnham Ives, who has 
retained all the flavor of the original French,, 
and whose English is forceful and varied. 
The photogravure plates which serve as illus¬ 
trations are the same as those used in the 
French volumes. 

The Torch Press, Cedar Rapids, Iowa, 
announce for this season several books of 
biographical and historic character. . Biog¬ 
raphy will bring the reader “The Life and 
Times of Anne Royall,” by Sarah Harvey 
Porter, who has earnestly studied this life 
that stretches from George 111. to the political 
rise of Abraham Lincoln; “Memoirs of Gus¬ 
tave Koerner,” (1809-1896,) .memoirs . of a 
man who was the personal friend of Lincoln 
and one of the foremost statesmen and jurists 
of his day; “Narrative of John Dodge,” giv¬ 
ing facsimile of the second edition of 1780, 
and showing another sturdy peer in settling 
the West; “David Swing, Poet Preacher,” by 
Joseph Fort Newton, a biography in broad¬ 
est sense; “Lincoln and Herndon,” by Joseph 
Fort Newton, who includes the correspond¬ 
ence between Herndon and Theodore Parker;
